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The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  makes  the  offer  of  sale  of  land  described  in  this  brochure  in 
accordance  with  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  of  California  and  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the  Official  Redevelopment  Plan 
for  the  Western  Addition  Approved  Redevelopment  Project  Area  A-l  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  on  May  31, 1956.  This  Project  is  popularly  referred  to  as  the  Western  Addition  and  is  so  designated  in  this  brochure.

ACRES    OF    PRIME    LAND 

are  now  made  available  for  residential  and  commer- 
cial use  in  the  Western  Addition  located  near  the  heart 
of  the  City  along  Geary  and  Post  Streets.  This  is  an 
area  of  special  qualities  with  great  development  po- 
tential. Richly  endowed  in  community  facilities  and 
containing  a  variety  of  cultural  environments,  the  re- 
development area  will  become  one  of  San  Francisco's 
fine  examples  of  urban  living. 

Acquisition  and  clearance  of  the  land  are  scheduled 
for  completion  during  1960.  Public  improvements 
including  utilities  are  now  well  under  way  and  will 
be  finished  in  time  for  builders'  requirements.  The 
Agency  will  be  able  to  convey  land  shortly  after  com- 
pletion of  agreements  made  with  individual  develop- 
ers. 


AN  OUTSTANDING  INVESTMENT  OPPORTUNITY 

The  desirability  of  Western  Addition  land  makes  this 
an  unusual  investment  opportunity.  The  land  offered 
is  in  a  highly  desirable  location  with  an  urban  setting 
that  provides  excellent  amenities.  There  are  no  other 
sites  of  this  quality  available  at  this  time  for  develop- 
ment in  San  Francisco. 

■     SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND 

Demand  for  developable  land  crowds  the  limited  sup- 
ply available.  San  Francisco  is  the  heartland  of  a 
metropolis  but  is  situated  on  a  relatively  small  penin- 
sula. There  is  no  substantial  acreage  left  for  develop- 
ment anywhere  in  the  City — a  scarcity  greater  than 
in  any  American  city  of  comparable  size.  Only 
through  blight  removal  processes  of  the  redevelop- 
ment program  can  such  offerings  be  made.

MID-CITY  LOCATION 

The  mid-city  location  of  the  Western  Addition  is  one  of  its 
most  attractive  features.  The  redevelopment  area  lies  along 
the  new  Geary  Expressway  which  crosses  the  city  east  to 
west  from  the  financial  district  past  Union  Square  and  the 
downtown  core  on  through  the  redevelopment  area  and 
nearby  medical  and  shopping  centers.  This  area,  already 
intensively  served  by  city  public  transportation,  will  be  one 
of  few  sections  of  San  Francisco  which  will  have  a  station 
in  the  programmed  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  system.

RICH  IN  URBAN  VARIETY 

The  character  of  the  area  is  rich  in  urban  variety.  West  and 
north  of  the  project  area  are  concentrations  of  medical  facil- 
ities. The  City's  Civic  Center  is  close  to  its  southeastern 
boundary.  Even  closer  is  the  site  of  the  new  Federal  Office 
Building  for  which  land  purchase  and  the  architectural 
design  have  already  been  completed.  When  constructed, 
its  6000  employees  will  provide  a  natural  market  for  the 
new  apartments  in  the  Western  Addition.  A  number  of 
different  religious  institutions  presently  are  located  in  or 
close  to  the  area  and  institutional  and  religious  structures 
will  be  added  in  the  new  development. 

The  attraction  of  this  central  location  for  private  capital  is 
indicated  by  the  recent  completion  of  the  Jack  Tar  Hotel 
and  the  Van  Ness-Post  Center,  an  office  building  complex. 
Located  immediately  east  of  the  project,  this  luxurious 
facility  provides  417  guest  rooms  and  11  floors  of  office 
building  space.  A  Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Cen- 
ter will  enhance  the  cosmopolitan  character  of  the  area. 
Parks,  public  and  parochial  schools,  playgrounds,  com- 
munity meeting  and  activity  centers,  a  new  swimming 
pool,  plus  neighborhood  shopping  facilities  close  at  hand, 
make  this  one  of  the  best  served  residential  districts  in  San 
Francisco.

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ELEVATOR  AND  GARDEN  APARTMENTS 

With  the  exception  of  a  neighborhood  shopping  site,  the  parcels  in  the 
blocks  bounded  by  Post,  Gough,  Eddy  and  Laguna  Streets  are  desig- 
nated for  high  and  medium  density  housing.  Those  directly  west  of 
Gough  and  north  of  Ellis  will  be  developed  in  elevator  type  apartments. 
For  the  remaining  lands,  directly  east  from  Laguna  Street  including 
the  block  south  of  Ellis,  the  Agency  will  accept  bids  based  on  the  use 
of  the  sites  for  elevator  apartments  as  well  as  for  garden  apartments 
(40'  height  limit)  in  accordance  with  a  plan  change  which  the  Redevel- 
opment Agency  has  proposed.*  These  parcels  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid 
and  auction. 
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■  A  plan  change  from  garden  apartments  (designated  M-4)  to  a  choice  of  garden  apartments  or 
elevator  apartments  (designated  M-5)  has  been  proposed  and  will  be  processed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  of  California.  Bidders  should  submit  offers 
on  the  basis  of  an  M-4  use.  If  a  change  allowing  alternate  M-5  use  is  made,  the  successful  bidder 
must  pay  the  highest  per  square  foot  price  accepted  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  for  M-5  parcels 
immediately  to  the  cast,  or  his  offer  will  be  rejected. 


GARDEN  APARTMENTS  WITH  MODERATE  MONTHLY  CHARGES 

The  parcels  for  sale  within  the  blocks  bounded  by  Geary,  Webster,  O'Farrell,  Buchanan,  Ellis  and  Laguna  Streets  are  intended  for  garden  apart- 
ment development  by  cooperative  or  any  other  method  which  will  provide  housing  accessible  to  middle  income  families.  Proposals  for  accom- 
modations of  good  architectural  quality  at  moderate  monthly  cost  by  use  of  FHA  213  insurance  for  cooperative  development  will  receive  special 
consideration.  These  parcels  will  be  sold  by  negotiation. 
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NEIGHBORHOOD  SHOPPING 

One  parcel  immediately  to  the  south  of  the  foregoing  garden  apartment  area  is  intended  for  local  shops  or  services  for  residents  in  the  immediate 
vicinity.  Another  parcel  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Gough  and  O'Farrell  Streets  is  intended  to  meet  the  neighborhood  shopping  needs  of  resi- 
dents in  the  surrounding  elevator  apartments.  These  parcels  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid  and  auction. 
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PERSPECTIVE        OF        WESTERN        ADDITION 


This  sketch  indicates  the  general  nature  of  the  construction  that  is  expected  to  take  place  in  the  Western 
Addition.  It  does  not  propose  to  illustrate  exactly  how  the  project  will  look  or  should  look.  The  conven- 
tional slab  or  rectangular  structures  usually  shown  in  renderings  or  models  to  illustrate  developments  have 
been  purposely  avoided.  The  widening  of  Geary  Street  and  the  cul-de-sacs  introduced  in  O'Farrell  and 
Ellis  Streets  will  relieve  local  streets  of  through  traffic  and  enhance  their  attractiveness  for  residential  use. 
The  Plan  provides  for  a  variety  of  building  types  with  garden  apartments  in  the  western  and  central 
sections — and  a  high  density  residential  development  concentrated  on  the  higher  lands  east  of  Laguna 
Street.  The  Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Center  located  near  the  center  of  the  project  site  is  a  major 
feature  of  the  Plan.  Other  commercial  and  institutional  uses  are  distributed  to  serve  the  project  develop- 
ments and  the  surrounding  community. 


JAPANESE  CULTURAL  AND  COMMERCIAL  CENTER 


At  least  the  two  blocks  bounded  by  Geary,  Laguna,  Post  and  Webster  Streets  and  possibly  a  major  portion  of  the  block  immediately  to  the  west 
are  to  serve  as  the  location  of  San  Francisco's  new  Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Center.*  This  will  feature  for  residents  and  tourists 
alike  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  from  our  sister  nation  Japan  her  contemporary  and  traditional  architecture,  her  products  and  services,  and  intima- 
tions of  her  cultural  contributions — in  the  form  of  tea  houses,  shrines,  galleries,  theaters,  gardens,  etc. — depending  on  the  skills,  imagination  and 
capacities  of  the  developing  group.  The  City  and  County  will  work  with  the  developer  on  integrating  oriental  designs  for  the  pedestrian  over- 
crossing  of  Geary  at  Webster  and  other  necessary  surrounding  public  improvements. 

The  Center  will  be  directly  served  by  a  station  of  the  planned  metropolitan  rapid  transit  system.  The  San  Francisco  Parking  Authority  has 
pledged  all  possible  support  in  assisting  with  parking  facilities,  depending  upon  the  specific  nature  of  the  successful  proposal.  The  possibility 
of  creating  a  public  parking  facility  below  ground  with  air  rights  used  for  part  or  all  of  the  Japanese  Center  should  not  be  overlooked.  Sale  of 
these  two  blocks  will  be  by  negotiation. 
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''The  program  for  the  Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Center  (between 
Geary,  Webster,  Post  and  Buchanan  Streets)  has  received  enthusiastic 
support  by  both  public  officials  and  interested  private  groups.  Because  the 
response  has  been  so  affirmative,  the  Japanese  Center  may  also  include 
the  block  immediately  to  the  east  between  Buchanan,  Post,  Laguna  and 
Geary  Streets  (currently  listed  for  office  use)  and  bidders  may  submit  pro- 
posals based  on  this  two-block  area.  The  Agency  has  proposed  a  Plan 
change  allowing  for  alternate  commercial  use  and  does  not  seek  proposals 
for  the  office  use  of  this  block  at  this  offering. 

The  commercial  parcel  immediately  west  of  Webster  Street  between  Post 
and  Geary  Streets  is  available  for  negotiated  sale  to  the  developers  of  the 
Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Center.  If  no  satisfactory  offer  is  made, 
this  parcel  will  be  offered  for  sale  after  June  21,  1960,  by  sealed  bid  and 
auction. 
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ELEVATOR  APARTMENTS  WITH  MODERATE  MONTHLY  CHARGES 


The  parcel  in  the  western  portion  of  the  block  bounded  by  O'Far- 
rell,  Franklin.  Ellis  and  Gough  Streets  is  also  designated  for 
development  by  cooperative,  presumably  financed  by  FHA  213 
insurance,  or  any  other  method  which  will  provide  housing 
accessible  to  middle  income  families.  This  parcel  will  be  sold 
by  negotiation. 
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SENIOR  CITIZEN  APARTMENTS 
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aaazonziHazzDa 


The  eastern  portion  of  the  block  bounded  bv  O  Farrell,  Frank- 
lin, Ellis  and  Gough  Streets,  an  inverted  L  shaped  parcel,  is  in- 
tended for  development  of  housing  for  senior  citizens.  Elevator 
apartments  are  indicated  to  make  maximum  use  of  the  site.  Nec- 
essary supporting  facilities  can  be  included  in  a  separate  struc- 
ture on  the  same  parcel.  FHA  231  insurance  may  be  available 
for  this  purpose.  This  parcel  will  be  sold  by  negotiation. 


RELOCATION  HOUSING 

The  block  bounded  by  Geary,  Divisadero,  O'Farrell  and  Scott  Streets  is  designated  for  garden  apartments  and  is  intended  to  serve  the  needs 
of  families  displaced  by  public  actions.  Moderate  monthly  rental  payments  here  are  also  considered  a  prime  objective.  If  the  developer  elects 
to  use  other  than  FHA  221  insurance,  he  will  be  required  to  obligate  himself  to  serve  the  relocation  requirements  of  the  FHA  221  program. 
This  parcel  will  be  sold  by  negotiation. 
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OTHER  COMMERCIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Distributed  throughout  the  project  are  a  number  of  other  parcels  available  for  commercial  development.  Those  located  within  the  blocks 
bounded  by  Post,  Gough,  Geary  and  Franklin  Streets  are  designated  for  "general  commercial  use"  which  includes  wholesale  use  and  laboratory- 
testing  facilities.  The  remaining  parcels  are  designated  for  "community  shopping."  All  of  these  parcels  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid  and  auction. 
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OFFICE  AND  PROFESSIONAL  USE 

The  parcels  available  for  sale  within  the  block  bounded  by  Post,  Divisadero,  Geary  and  Scott  Streets  are  specifically  designated  for  Office  and 
Professional  Use.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  development  will  relate  to  the  existing  medical  office  facilities  within  and  north  of  the  project 
area.  These  parcels  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid  and  auction. 
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INSTITUTIONAL  USE 

Only  two  parcels  now  available  for  sale  have  been  designated  for  institutional  use  (religious,  private  educational,  charitable  and  cultural  insti- 
tutions or  related  uses).  One  is  located  south  of  Ellis  Street  between  Buchanan  and  Laguna  Streets;  the  other  at  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Ellis 
Streets.  These  parcels  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid  and  auction. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  DEVELOPERS 


BID  AND  AUCTION 


Developers  who  seek  the  profit  and  distinction  of  completing  the  first  structures 
of  San  Francisco's  redevelopment  program  may  well  concentrate  on  the  parcels 
offered  for  sale  by  sealed  bid  followed  by  auction  among  the  bidders.  The  mini- 
mum price  set  for  auction  bidding  is  five  per  cent  above  the  highest  acceptable 
sealed  bid. 

Sales  will  be  made  to  the  highest  competent  bidder.  The  Redevelopment  Agency 
reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 

Sealed  bids  shall  be  on  forms  furnished  in  the  Bidders  Packet  (see  page  19)  and 
in  accordance  with  the  conditions  stated  herein  and  will  be  accepted  no  later 
than  9  a.m.,  P.D.T.,  May  24, 1960.  Bids  must  be  received  at  the  offices  of  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  San  Francisco  2, 
California. 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  will  announce  the  time,  date  and  place  for  the 
opening  of  sealed  bids. 

A  small  down  payment  by  the  successful  bidder  will  trigger  the  development 
enterprise  and  enable  the  developer  to  perfect  his  engineering,  architectural  and 
financing  plans.  He  will  be  required  to  act  at  time  of  bidding  and  to  agree  to: 

Deliver  with  the  sealed  bid  a  certified  check  for  five  per  cent  of  the  bid; 

Pay  by  certified  check  a  sum  making  the  cumulative  payment  equal  to 
ten  per  cent  of  the  sales  price  within  30  days  following  the  date  of  advice 
from  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  his  selection;  and 

Pay  the  remaining  balance  of  the  sale  price  into  escrow  within  30  days 
of  notification  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  that  the  grant  deed  con- 
veying the  parcel  has  been  deposited  in  escrow. 

The  five  per  cent  payments  of  unsuccessful  bidders  will  be  promptly  returned ; 
the  five  per  cent  payments  of  successful  bidders  are  not  returnable. 

As  a  guide  to  the  timing  of  their  enterprises,  competent  developers  may  look  to 
beginning  their  construction  early  in  1961. 


NEGOTIATION 


To  achieve  certain  community  objectives,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  will  negotiate  the  sale  of  specific 
parcels.  These  have  been  selected  after  careful  study  to  insure  that  this  method  of  land  disposition 
is  clearly  in  the  best  long-range  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Proposals  fur 
purchase  are  invited  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  this  brochure  and  should  be  submitted  to  offices 
of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  San  Francisco  2.  California. 
Proposals  will  be  accepted  no  later  than  9  a.m.,  P.D.T.,  June  21,  1960. 

The  parcels  selected  for  sale  by  negotiation  include  sites  for  family  housing  for  persons  of  moderate 
means,  relocation  housing,  senior  citizen  housing  and  the  Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Center. 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  has  scheduled  completion  of  its  review  and  negotiations  of  parcels  offered 
for  sale  by  negotiation  before  August  23,  1960.  It  plans  to  be  in  a  position  to  accept  the  successful 
proposals  within  30  days  thereafter. 

As  a  guide  to  the  timing  of  their  enterprise  competent  developers  may  look  to  beginning  their  con- 
struction early  in  1961. 

Proposals  shall  consist  at  a  minimum  of  the  following: 

1.  An  offer  to  purchase  land  on  forms  furnished  in  the  Bidders  Packet  (see  page  1'^)  at  a  price  Dot  less 
than  the  fair  reuse  value  tor  the  land  as  announced  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency. 

2.  A  certified  check  for  5  per  cent  of  the  offer,  and  agreement  at  the  time  of  the  offer  to  (a)  pa\  1>\ 
certified  check  a  sum  making  the  cumulative  payment  equal  to  10  per  cent  of  the  sales  price  within 
30  days  following  the  date  of  advice  from  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  his  selection;  and  (b)  pay 
the  remaining  balance  of  the  sale  price  into  escrow  within  30  days  of  notification  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  that  the  grant  deed  conveying  the  parcel  has  been  deposited  in  escrow.  The  5  per  cent 
payment  accompanying  unsuccessful  offers  will  be  promptly  returned:  the  5  per  cent  payment  accom- 
panying the  selected  offer  is  not  returnable. 

J.  Land  use  map  showing  placement  of  buildings. 

4.  Preliminary  plans  showing  elevations  and  typical  floor  plans. 

5.  Estimated  schedule  of  rents  or  other  payments  tor  any  apartments  and  parking  stalls. 

6.  Developer's  statement  of  qualifications  and  financial  responsibility. 

7.  A  statement  identifying  principal  architects  and  designers  who  have  prepared  plans  submitted  under 
( ')  and  (3)  above  and  who  will  prepare  the  final  plans  and  specifications. 

8.  Schedule  of  dates  following  official  approval  of  proposal  of  developer  for  the  submission  ol  applica- 
tion to  FHA  for  insurance,  if  FHA  is  to  be  used.  For  financing  other  than  through  IMA  insurance . 
a  schedule  of  major  steps  should  be  indicated. 

9.  Schedule  of  the  start  and  completion  dates  for  the  structures  which  will  be  built  under  the  proposal. 
10.  Statement  of  any  essential  modifications  sought  in  the  approved  Redevelopment  Plan  or  the  standard 

disposition  contract.  (Since  modifications  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  are  time-consuming  and  costly 
under  the  provisions  of  California  and  Federal  law,  any  changes  proposed  must  carry  the  burden  of 
outstanding  and  superior  merit  to  warrant  consideration.)

NEGOTIATION    INSTRUCTIONS    FOR    DEVELOPERS   (continued) 


Proposals  should  be  submitted  as  follows: 

Six  copies  of  all  printed  material,  six  copies  of  all  reproducible  drawings  and  sketches,  and 
one  large-scale  rendering  and/or  model  suitable  for  study  at  public  hearings. 

After  review  of  the  proposals  and  public  hearing,  the  Members  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
will  make  a  selection  from  the  various  proposals  on  the  following  basis: 

In  the  case  of  residential  facilities,  the  following  considerations  will  govern: 

1.  Quality  and  amenities  offered  in  design  of  apartment  units. 

2.  Balance  in  range  of  size  of  apartments  suitable  for  family  living  and  in  estimated 
monthly  payments  for  the  middle  income  and  the  relocation  apartments. 

3.  The  treatment  of  site  open  spaces  including  considerations  of  usability,  adequacy, 
attractiveness  and  scale. 

4.  The  contribution  of  the  proposed  design  to  the  appearance  of  the  entire  neigh- 
borhood, including  relationship  to  surroundings,  vistas,  and  the  avoidance  of 
monotony. 

5.  Highest  price  offered  for  land. 

6.  Experience  and  financial  responsibility  of  developer  or  developer-group. 

In  the  case  of  the  housing  for  senior  citizens,  the  same  factors  will  be  considered  with  appropriate 
modification,  but  there  will  be  special  weight  given  to  features  suitable  to  the  freeing  of  resi- 
dents from  substantial  housekeeping  chores  and  meeting  the  avocational,  health,  therapeutic 
and  dining  needs  of  older  persons. 

In  the  case  of  the  Japanese  Cultural  and  Commercial  Center,  factors  3  through  6  will  be  con- 
sidered, but  there  will  be  special  weight  given  to  elements  of  architectural,  cultural,  and  com- 
mercial integrity.  This  is  admittedly  a  difficult  quality  to  define,  and  can  only  be  evaluated  in  the 
negotiation  process.  However,  it  is  suggested  to  developers  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
seeks  to  avoid  a  tawdry,  raucous  or  crudely  imitative  development.  This  view  is  taken  not  only 
as  a  matter  of  city  esthetics,  but  also  because  of  what  the  Redevelopment  Agency  regards  as  a 
profitable  investment  for  both  the  developer  and  the  community. 
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Potential  developers  interested  in  lands  for  sale  either  by  bid  or  negotiation  or  both 
should  refer  to  the  Western  Addition  Bidders  Packet  which  includes:
